GENERAL BOOTH IN DARKEST 


AMERICA. 


The leader of the Salvation Army, Gen. 


TTil1 mm Booth, -who has recently relumed 
to 3 ngland from an extended tour of in- 
speuiou and agitation in the United States 
and Canada, lias given his impressions of 
"DurkcEt America" in a long letter to The 
New Voik World. Ho finds that the social 
conditions here are not essentially different 
from those of England. We are, he says, 
"gliding beautifully on an incline " Instead 
of (.'oing upward, as we are fond of dream- 


ing, wo are really going downward at a fear- 
ful npeed. We have the ''submerged" here, 
and we have multitudes of those who are on 
the verge of submergence, though they still 
manage to save themselves by working for a 
bare living. But General Booth failed to 
find among us any widespread desire to im- 
prove our conditions. He frankly tells us 
that he is disappointed in us. To quote 
him : 


''I have been disappointed in the Ameri- 


can people. I expected to find them ex- 
tremely wiso politically. I don't think I 
evi r saw so much humbug. There is so 
miidh claptrap, so much appealing to pre- 
judice, BO little of sound reasoning and calm 
decision in matters affecting public safety. 


"They don'tbelieve in grace. They don't 


wiuit grooe. Grace is no good for backing. 
They want the bucking of the Republican 
Party of the Democratic Party, p? Mr. 
Cleveland, or somebody else. It if your 
ballot-box, of -which you are so proud, that 
is to be your undoing unless you wake up to 
wlnitthc situation is.

Their 
duties vrtll consist In Inspecting all meats 
slaughtered or shipped to within their dis- 
tricts. 
The rooelver of a consignment of meat 


must nutlf i the Inspector as soon as It ar- 
rive*, and cannot sell any portion of It un- 
til It Is Inspected. If the meat is pure the 
Inspector will attach a certificate of inspec- 
tion. The inspectors will receive »2 for 
enoh whole carcass of beef, and fifty cents 
for each quarter; for sheep, veal and swine 
II will be paid, and for a quarter carcass 
of the same twenty-five cents Is allowed. 


The receiver of the meats pays for the 


Inspection, Farmers slaughtering stock 
of their own raising for sale are exempted 
from the provisions of the act. If the 
consignee of moats neglects to have meat 
Inspected or refuses to pay the charges he 
will be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and pay a fine not exceeding $200, or be 
Imprisoned for more than thirty days. 
The fines go to the county treasury. The 
Inspectors are to make monthly returns to 
the treasurer of the county or city for 
which they are appointed, and must pay 
over 60 per cent, of the gross fees collected. 
The not only applies to fresh meat. 


Not •> Cent Left for Charity. 


If tho demand! of the state institutions 


are allowed thora will not bo ono cent for 
charity the next two years. The public 
sohcolH will have to have «11,000,000. To 
meet this and the running expenses of the 
state *1D,253,000 will bo required. Tho 
National Guard wants «700,000, Tho main- 
tenance of the Indigent Insane and asv. 
lums will cost $1,000,000, The semi-stats 
Institutions, such as the homes for feeble 
minded and tha schools for the deaf, blind 
nnd dumb, will require $1,500.000. The 
penal institutions must bo looked after. 
It has been found by the state authorities 
that these amounts will eat up the $19,- 
000,000 Income for the next two years, and 
thus liinve not a cent for charity.

A Far-Reaching Patent Decision. 


Ono of the most important decisions eve 


rendered by our courts in relation toipaten 
rights was that handed down in the case o 
the Bates Refrigerator Company agains 
certain alleged iufringers of their patent 
The question at issue was whether a paten 
gi anted in this country on an invention 
previously 
patented 
elsewhere 
expire 


sitnnUaneoubly with the expiration of the 
patent in the country where its term 
shortest. The Bates Refrigerator Company 
had a seventeen-year patent in the Unite* 
States, a fourteen-year patent in England 
and a five-year patent in Canada. In a sui 
bi ought by the Company to restrain in 
fi mgers, the United Stales Supreme Cour 
held that the American patent expired with 
OKI life of the Canadian five-year patent 
The decision turns on the construction of 
clause in the statute covering the subject 
and not on any equitable consideration. 
The whole sentence reads as follows: 


"But every patent granted for an inven- 


tion which has been previously patented in 
a foreign country shall be so limited as to 
expire at the same time with the foreign 
patent, or, if there be more than one, at the 
same time with the one having the shortest 
tei in, and in no case shall it be for more 
than seventenn years." 


The decision derives its chief importance 


from the fact that it terminates the lives of a 
number of other important patents, includ- 
ing the patent on the Blake transmitter 
ov, tied by the Bell Telephone Company, and 
the patent on incandescent lamps. A large 
number of convenient electrical appliances 
and other useful articles are said to be 
affected by the decision, and considerable 
public benefit is anticipated.

One plan suggested was to havo the leg- 


islature appropriate $8,000 to each com- 
pany, and then save the $800 annually ap- 
propriated for armory rent. As there are 
180 companies In the guard, however, and 
but little money In the treasury, this plan 
was quickly given up as impracticable. 
The other appeared in a much moro favor- 
able light, however. It is merely to in- 
crease the annual rent appropriation from 
|300 to $400, which would allow the com- 
pauleu to erect armories and pay interest 
on a mortgage at 5 per cent, the state to 
protect Itself by taking title to the prop- 
erty. This plan would require an Increase 
of only $82,000 In the annual appropria- 
tion to the guard. 


Tho great Importance of the improve- 


ment to the Delaware river channel may 
help to secure that appropriation of $500,- 
000, or at least a good portion of It. The 
Philadelphia members of both political 
partlua are bending every effort to getting 
votes for the bill, and they count a great 
deal on the Impression to be made by hav- 
ing Messrs. Cook, Higbee and Tucker re- 
peat their arguments on the necessity of 
the work before the entire house.

Ex-State Treas- 
urer Boyer, who prepared the present law, 
hai lieen at the capital for several days, 
and will appear before the ways and mean, 
committee some time tbis week to dlsonei 
the features of the proposed bill, 


Governor Eastings is extremely anxious 


to aid the charitable Institutions, and now 
has the state's accounting officers at work 
to seo If they cannot figure out an in- 
creased revenue for the next two years. 
The state board of charities has figured 
out that It will need $5,000,000. Owing to 
the financial depression the state revenues 
have been reduced $3,000,000 for the two 
years. The total appropriations by the 
last legislature were $22,146,783.16 Of this 
charity received $3,000,000. This condition 
of affairs will work hardship to the state 
normal schools. These institutions have 
received liberal donations from the state 
the p tst ten years, and are now asking for 
appropriations aggregating $1,100,000. It 
la the general opinion of the members ol 
the appropriations committee of the sen- 
ate and house that these schools hav* re- 
ceived all tbey aro entitled to, and a wide 
swath will be out into the respective 
amounts asked for by them. 


A BUI to Protect Game. 


Tho house general Judiciary committee 


has brought out the Cotton bill for the pro- 
tection of game. The measure provides 
that it shall not be lawful to kill, trap, 
sell, trade or barter, or expose for sole any 
wild game or birds, either dead or alive, 
known under the laws of tho state 
game, except a license shall have previously 
been obtained. The license shall bo is- 
sued during the months of June and July 
by tha county treasurer for one year, and 
shall only be used In the county in which it 
Is Issued during the months of October, 
November smd December. The licenses are 
divided Into three classes: Wholesalers, 
1800; retailers, hucksters and peddlers, $300, 
and those engaged In hunting game for a 
living, or employing others to hunt, shall 
pay ». license of $100. Violation of this act 
U punishable with a fine of $100 or Im- 
prisonment of six months. 


A'blll alme.d at the voluntary relief as- 


•ooUttons of the Pennsylvania and Phila- 
delphia and Beading Railroad companies 
«M bum put In the house by Representa- 
tive West, of Berks. It provides that it 
shall be unlawful for any corporation, 
firm, person or persons doing business In 
the state to compel any of its employes 
to take out policies of Insurance in any 
accident, casualty or liability company In 
Which they en Interested and in which 
the oort of the policy Is to be deducted 
from the wages of the employes so in- 
sured. U it punishable by a fine, 3.5 per 
cent, of which shall go to the attorney 
prosecuting the case. 


Of Interest to the Insured. 


A bill of much interest to insurance men 


and policy holders Is pending in the house. 
It provides that no policy of life or endow- 
ment insurance Issued by any company In- 
corporated, organized or doing business 
within the state shall become forfeited or 
void for non-payment of premiums after 
two full annual premiums have been paid, 
but odd pulley shall be binding on the 
company for an amount of paid up Insur- 
ance which the then net valve of the pol- 
IOT, leas any indebtedness of the Insured 
to the company and a surrender charge, 
will DiirohnM a* a net itngle premium for 
lite or endowment insurance. 


In the body of all policies Issued here- 


•ftar there shall be placed the guaranteed 
cash and paid up value of the policy at 
•sob. anniversary, if the policy Is foi a less 
period than twenty years. If a life policy 
or for more than twenty years the com- 
WV shall place in the body of the policy 
ihe values of the same for a period of not 
«s« than twenty years. This act shall be 
binding on all the companies to which it 
applies «ny condition in the policy to the 
wntwry notwithstanding, and any waiver 
by the insured shall be void.

tion. Ropresensentative Spangler, of Car- 
lisle, a member of the American Protective 
Association, In speaking of the bill, de- 
nounced-the Roman Catholic church and 
its head, to whom he referred as "that 
man Pope Leo."

The Abolition of Night Sessions. 


The house has abolished night sessions 


on Tuesdays, Wednesdays and Thursdays, 
and is now holding two sessions a day, 
from 10 in the morning to 1 In the after- 
noon and from 8 to 6 In the afternoon. 
The change was made in order that the 
committees mlgct have more time to con- 
sider bills ponding before them. Both 
bodies are doing effective work and the 
chances are that they will be ready to ad- 
journ by tho middle of May. Two weeks 
ago a resolution was introduced in the 
house favoring the final adjournment for 
April 25, but the resolution has never been 
called up. If it Is It will be defeated, as the 
members are satisfied they cannot com- 
plete the work beforo them by that time. 


Senator Penrose presided in the senate 


last week in the absence of Llutenant Gov- 
ernor Lyon and President Pro Tern, 
Thomas. This seems to have a peculiar sig- 
nificance. There are indications that Sen- 
ator Quay intends to emphasize his friend- 
ship for Penrose and his opposition to 
David Martin, who prevented the latter 
from securing the Republican nomination 
for may or of Philadelphia, by having the 
young senator elected, president pro tern, 
to succeed Senator Thomas. An e»»y way 
to start a Ponrose boom among th* sena- 
tors would be to give them a ohanoe to ob» 
serve how efficiently the Philadelphia!* 
can fill the presiding officer's chair-. 
Whether or not Senator Quay intend* in 
this way to Inaugurate a Penrose boom, 
the appearance of that gentleman in the 
chair caused considerable gossip.

Thomas 
would not have called Penrose to the chair 
had not Senator Quay indicated his wish 
that It should be done.
